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SOUTHERN MEMBERS WILL NOT VOTE 


~ THE SENATE REFUSES TO LISTEN TO IT, 


And the Probability Is That Congress 


May Be in Session for Several 
Weeks to Come. 


Washington, July 21.—(Special.)—con- 
gress might be in session several weeks 
yet. A deadlock over the five million dol- 
ro world’s fair appropriation is prob- 

e@. 

Whether such can be broken by an 
agreement of some kind is merely a 
matter of conjecture. 

The Sunday civil bill continuing the ap- 
propriation put on by the senate, and 
disagreed to by the house,is in conference. 
‘Messrs. Holman and Sayres, two of the 
house conferees, will never agree to it. 
On either Saturday or Monday, the con- 
ference committee will report to the two 


‘houses that they have failed to agree. 


Then another vote will be taken. Nat- 
urally the senate will decide to recede 
from its adoption of the appropriation. 
What the house will do no one knows. 
On Tuesday the appropriation was de- 
feated in the house by but twelve ma- 
jority. Since that time the world’s fair 
lobby has been doing effective work. Sev- 
eral members who voted against the ap- 
propriation haye gone home, and the 
world’s fair people claim they will have 
enough votes to carry the appropriation 
through when another vote is taken. 
Even though they had the votes the 
chances of the world’s fair getting the 
money are but slight. There are fifty 
southern members who declare it shall 
never go through. They assert that they 
will filibuster all summer before the house 
shall make the appropriation. In the 
first place they declare it would be an un- 
constitutional act, and again they argue 
that they would have no explanation to 
make to their constituents why they 
should deed money to a Chicago corpora- 
tion without collateral, and refuse to lend 
the farmer money on his cotton as se- 
curity. The government, they also say, 
has no right to go into partnership with

to be a long and stubborn fight. The 
world’s fair people are here in great 
force, and are bringing strong influences 
to bear, but the opposition is determined 
to defeat it, notwithstanding the personal 
sacrifice they might have to make in keep- 
ing congress in session several weeks 
yet. 
Whatthe Knights Have to Say. .- 

The Knights of Labor representatives 
and the world’s fair managers shook 
hands and made up today, although there 
was every indication yesterday that a seri- 
ous breach would occur. 

Early in the day Messrs. Hayes, Deolin 
and White, representing the executive 


- board of the Knights of Labor, met Pres- 
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ident Palmer, Director General Davis, 
Secretary Dickerson and General St. 
Clair. Instead of the bad blood which 
was expected everything passed off 
smoothly, and within half an hour explan- 
ations had been made which satisfied both 
sides. The representatives of the 
Knights of Labor were displeased because 
they had not received a copy of the res- 
olution passed last nionth by the local 
authorities in Chicago, pledging recogni- 
tion to labor, agreeing that aliens should 
not be employed, and. that the authorized 
represeptatives of the Knights of Laber 
should at all times have free access to 
the world’s fair grounds in order to detect 
any abuse of their rights. A certified 
copy of she agreement of the local author- 
{ties was given them, together with the 
following letter written by Director Gen- 


eral Davis:

The Cleveland Demonstration. 
Colonel John Triplett passed through

The enthusiasm in New 
York for him is wonderful, and Mr. Cleve- 
land naturally feels gratified.

Cleveland yesterday, and is now as en- 
thuSastic for him as Whitney himself. 
Croker told me that Tammany would poll 
every vote it. could control in the state, and 
that Mr. Cleveland’s majority will be 
as large as that given Flower for governor 
last fall. Everybody in New York believes 
Cleveland will be the next president.” 

The Anti-Option Bill. 

The advocates of the anti-option bill are 
beginning to realize that there is but little 
hope of their pet measure becoming a law. 
There are enough votes in the senate to 
pass it, could a vote be had, but the oppo- 
sition will not allow a vote. They claim it 
to be a bad bill; that it will not remedy the 
evil, but, instead, in its present shape, it 
will prove disastrous to the class intended 
to be benefited. Believing this, they want full 
debate on the measure in order that its 
faults may be exposed. The speeches 
against it have been strong, and the oppo- 
sition claim there are stronger ones to 
come. Under the rules of the senate, de 
bate can go on indefinitely, and the prospects 
are that the seNators opposing the measure 
will keep it up until adjournment. 

The democrats here are delighted with 
the big celebration in New York last night. 
Congressmen who went over were amazed 
at the euthusiasm displayed, and even those 
democrats who opposed Mr. Cleveland's 
nomination declare now that the convention 
was wise in its agt. ‘Lhey believe New 
Nork will give Cleveland ov,v00 majority.

- WHAT THE HQUSE DID. 


Several Reports froin Committees Presented 
aud Acted Upon. 

_ Washington, July 21.—The regular order 
in the house was the motion of sir. Warner 
to lay on the wible the biil calied up by Mr. 
Hiatch, to provide a uniform standard clas- 
sification aud grading of wheat, cornu, vats, 
bariey and rye. Opponents of the measure 
refrained trom yvuting, thus breaking a 
quorum—the vote by ietters being announced 
7 to 121. ‘The hour accorded the committee 
of agriculture having expired, the bill re- 
sumed its place on the calendar. 

Mr. Blount from the committee on foreign 
affairs called up the bill to enforce réCipro- 
cal commercial relations between the United 
States and Canada. 

Mr. Blount said that the president had 
in two messages called the attention of 
congress to the fact that notwithstanding 


the treaty rights American citizens were | 


discriminated against in the matter of 
transportation through the Welland, St. 
Lawrence aud other canals. Rebate . was 
accorded to Canadian vessels; which was 
not accorded to American vessels. This bill 
was designed to require that this discrimi- 
nation shonid be hed and thatthe 
treaty tights of American citizens should 
be preserved. The bill was passed without 
division. Also the bill granting to the 
Pensacola Terminal Company the right of 
way, through the naval reservation at Pen- 
sacola. 

Mr. Sayers presented the disagreeing con- 
ference report on the general deficiency ap- 
propriation Dbjll. The main amendments 
now in dispute are those relative to the In- 
dian depredation claims, French spoliation 
claims and Pacific railroad claims. 

The report was agreed to, and the amend- 
ments on which no agreement was reached, 
went over for discussion and action until 
tomorrow at 12: o’ clock.

Election of a Chairman, 

Immediately after roll call, Calvin 8. 
Brice, chairman of the former eommittee, 
reiterated his former declaration that he 
did not desire to be considered a candidate 
for re-election. He made a brief speech 
thanking the committee for the past honer 
conferred upon him and pledging his ser- 
vices as a member always at the command 
of the committee and party. Messrs. Gor- 
man of Maryland, Ransom of North Car- 
olina, Thomas of Colorado and Whitney of 
Mew York, all made brief speeches in com- 
mendation of Mr. Brice’s past service to 
the party.

I knew of the magnificent ser- 
vices that Mr. Brice has rendered and I 
earnestly, but vainly, urged him to allow his 
name to be again presented, but for rea- 
sons satisfactory to himself he has declined 
and we must aecept his’ ion.” 

At this juncture Mr. Brice retired from 
the chair and Mr. Sewall, of Maine, assumed 
es : oe: 

r. Tarpey, of Californin, then intro- 
duced a resolution extending the thanks of 
the committee to Mr. Brice for his earnest 
and able services of the past. It was adopt- 
ed by a rising vote and on motion of Mr.

On assuming the chair Mr. Harrity said:

I am deeply sensible of the great responsi- 
bility devolving upon me as chairman of the 
democratic national committe, and I am not 
at all unmindful of my own shortcomings. For 
this reason I will need, and will not hesitate 
to ask, your aid and your indulgence. I am 
sure that I shall feel obliged to lean heavily 
upon the members of this committee during 
the conduct of the present campaign, and I 
um equallr confident that you, each and all 
of you, will give me assistance and support. 

Election of Secretaries. 

The election of Messrs. Sheerin and 
Roosevelt followed. Mr. Roosevelt is a 
native resident of New York City. He is 
a member of Tammany hall and was ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland minister to 
the Netherlands. He is a man of wealth 
and spends part of his time at his summer 
residence at Sayville, Long Island. last 
week Mr. Roosevelt resigned his position as

Mrs. Taylor’s Method of Getting Ahead 
of Her Competitors in the Way of 
Getting a Relic. 


Washington, July 21.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
Abner Taylor, the wife of the millionaire 
Chicago congressman, has initiated a 
startlingly unique fad, perhaps the most 
startling and unique ever inaugurated by 
a Washington society lady. 

It is, in fact, a genuine fin de siecle. 

It has been customary for a long time 
here in Washington for ladies to secure 
the autographs of senators, representa- 
tives and high public dignataries in an 
album. Mrs. Taylor’s ambition has out- 
grown the album stage. There is now 
passing through the house of representa- 
tives one of Mrs. Taylor's undergarments, 
which is technically known to the female 
sex as a skirt. A neat little note from 
Mrs, Taylor is appended, addressed to 
the representatives of the people in gen- 
eral, requesting each one of them to write 
his autograph upon the garment. She ex- 
plains in the note that it is her purpose 
to embroider the names in silk with a 
view to possessing, when the ornamenti- 
tion is completed, an autograph skirt of 
the present congress. 

The passage of this linen affair from 
desk to desk through the house has creat- 
ed no end of amusement among ‘the con- 
gressmen and many of the more mode2st of 
the people’s representatives are anxiously 
inquiring where this autograph fad of 
the ladies is going to stop. When the 
garment reaches the senate, that august 
body will probably experience 4 shock 
from which it will take some time for it 
to recover.

The Situation in North Carolina. 

North Carolina democrats 
not’ feeling comfortable over 
the political outlook in their 
state.

COUER D'ALENE MINES WORKING. 


The Rioters Arrested and Imprisoned—How 
They Will Be Tried. 

Wallace, Idaho, July 21.—All is qutet 
here, and work has been resumed at all 
the mines in Coeur d’Alene. Wages have 
been fixed at $3.50 for skilled miners and 
$3 per day for shovelers. The presence of 
troops is a guarantee that the men can 
work for whom they please “without be- 
coming members of any organization. 
Breen, Dallas and Peynton, who, it is said, 
excited the rioting, have escaped to Mon- 
tana. Requisition papers will . be’ forward- 
ed to Governor Toole, and their arrest will 
probably follow. Indications point to a 
general exodus into Montana of such union 
miners as have not yet been arrested. Al- 
though the miners’ union in Woeur d’ Alene 
{is completely pong up and the mine 
owners free of their halter, it will require 
the presence of federal troops for six 
months or more to insure workmen here 
immunity from attack. 

One hundred men have been arrested at 
Wardner and there are 190 confined at Wal- 
lace. The prisoners will be taken to Boise 
in a few days to answer charges of con- 
tempt of court and will then: be returned 
here to stand trial on several indictments.

Boise’ City, Ida., July 21.—United States 
Marshal Pinkham. has gone to. Coeur 
@d Alene -with=werrants~ for eighty of the 
rioters, charging them with contempt of the 
federal court in having violated the injune- 
tion restraining them from interfering “with 
the operations of the mines. The po ny. © 
the federal officials, however, has en 
changed, aud a new procedure will be in- 
augurated. The contempt proceedings are 
in the United States circuit court. Judge 
Beatty has no authority to call a special 
term of that court and the cases would have 
to be delayed until a term could be author- 
ized by Justice Field. The men, after hav- 
ing been brought to Boise, would then have 
to be taken to Moscow for a hearing, mak- 
ing a tedious und expensive proceeding.

Galveston, Tex., July 21,—({Special.)}—The 
rainfall has been deficient during the week 
in nearly all parts of the state, and, in 
: none has fallen over the greater por- 
the state. The normal amount, 
a few localities an excess, is re 
ported frofe the extreme southeastern por- 
tion of north Texas‘and the extreme north- 


which fell was very slight. 

The temperature has been normal over 
east Texas, below over parts of the coast 
district and above over other portions of 
the state. 

The sunshine has been excessive over all 
parts of the state. 

Cotton—The weather has been generally 
favorable for the cotton plant, which is 

better condition and more promising 
than it has been at this season for many 
years. Warm sunshine has greatly im- 
roved cotton over most parts of north 
exas, although rain is needed in some 
localities in order to continue the present 
bright prospects. Over central Texas 
while the crop is in excellent condition and 
very promising, rain would be beneficial in 
all sections, and in many localities the plant 
will soon begin to suffer, and in some few 
it has already commenced shedding. Over 
southwest Texas there is a general and im- 
mediate need of tain, although cotton from 
Gillespie and McMullen counties eastward 
is very good, notwithstanding the dry 
weather, and, with a fair season during the 
remainder of the year, will make a good 
crop; while to the west of these counties, 
where the drought has been most severe, 
there is no cotton worth mentioning. Over 
the coast district cotton is generally good, 
except in the extreme eastern portion it is 
needing rain, and in the extreme western 
portion drought has cut the crop short. 

Corn—The corn crop is made, except in a 
few counties, particularly Hopkins, Cooke, 
Brown and part of Kaufman, where more 
rain is needed to complete the filling out of 
the ear. This crop is the heaviest grown in 
this state for several years, except in the 
western portions of the coast district and 
southwest Texas, where, virtually, none has 
been raised. 

Small Grain—The wheat and oat crops 
are turning out an unusually heavy yield. 
The weather during the past week has been 
very favorable for threshing, and this work 
has progressed rapidly. : 

Other Crops—Sorghum, sugarcane, gar- 
den and other crops are doing very well 
except in eastern Texas, where rain would 
benefit these crops. 

The grass over the stock-raising section 
is in generally good condition, and maturing 
rapidly, except over the western portion of 
southwest exas, where it has been cut 
short by the drought.

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State Officials Gossip About the Oppo- 
sition Ticket. 


CONSIDERED WEAK, POLITICALLY. 


Governor Northen Says That the Old 
Party Will Not Lose a Single 
State Officer. 


The officers of the capitol spent a good 
part of yesterday discussing the third party 
ticket and the situation. Callers dropped 
in from all sections of the state, and the 
strength of the new party was talked over. 
Not a day passes that several representa- 
tive men from different sections of the 
state do not visit the capitol, and of course, 
mention the status of the parties in their 
respective localities. Hence the istate- 
house officers keep well posted on what is 
going on. They were not surprised at 
Wednesday’s convention, and showed no 
signs of alarm yesterday. They know’ that 
the new party is actively at work spread- 
ing its literature and its doctrines. They 
know where it is strong and where it is 
weak. 

And the state ticket they do not fear. 

Governor Northen says that the demo 
crats will elect every statehouse officer. It 
was general gossip around the building that 
the governor is not disturbed at Colonel 
Peek being pitsed against him. All through 
the capitol the comment is heard that the 
ticket is a weak one. 

“We will not lose a single officer,” said 
one of the state officials. Everybody con- 
cedes that the third party will elect some 
members of the general assembly and some 
negro members are looked for, but the new 
party is not expected to have any such 
heavy representation in the next general 
assembly as the alliance had in the last. 

All predict that this will be the liveliest 
campaign Georgia has seen in many years. 
The state democratic convention will be 
held August 10th, and from that day on 
until the election in October, every militia 
district will be a battle ground. Not much 
campaigning will be done in some sections 
but there will be plenty of it in others. 
The new party’s strength is “spotty,’’ some 
one remarked yesterday. The party may 
be strong in one county and without a 
foothold in the very next county. 

Hon. Allen Candler, of Hall, was down 
yesterday and stated that his section will 
go democratic by a safe majority. He 
knows his section thoroughly, too. 

The democrats in the third congressional 
district are amused at Tom Watson’s threat 
to stump the district and beat Speaker 
Crisp. A campaign club of 500 members 
has been organized to attend Watson's 
meetings and represent the democracy of 
the district. 

Office Declared Vacant. 

The office of tax collector of Macon county 
has been declared vacant by order of Governor 
Northen. 

Sureties on the bond of R. L. Murray, the 
collector, asked to be relieved.

It would make the south the richest coun- 
try on the globe. Why wait for a force 
bill before making this effort for commer- 
cial and industrial independence? Why 
not form a sentiment through our various 
organizations and agencies capable of in- 
fluencing public opinion that will accom- 
plish this desired end?’ 

These utterances contain the very pith 
of the whole business. If we can stimu- 
late a local pride or patriotism that will 
make every southerner boast that he eats 
and wears and uses only the products and 
manufactures of his own section there 
will never again be any scarcity of money 
south of the Petomac.

A Memorial Tribute. 

The sketch in another column of the 
handsome monument, recently erected in 
Oakland cemetery to the memory of the 
late William H. Clayton, suggests many 
sadly pleasant reminiscences. 

The writer knew and loved William H. 
Clayton long and intimately; and proudly 
cherished his friendship while he was 
with us; and now fondly treasures his 
memory. 

Mr. Clayton belonged to the highest and 
best type of Christian manhood. He was 
a gallant soldier in war, and a model cit- 
izen in peace. Brave, and yet gentle as a 
woman, he drew all hearts to him and 
held them as by a magnetic spell. De- 
yoted to his family and friends, none 
knew him but to love him. 

Coming out of the wreck and ruin of 
civil war, with a record of heroic patriot- 
ism, he entered the service of the South- 
ern Express Company, and by sheer merit 
worked his way up until he became super- 
intendent of its central division. In this 
high and responsible position, which he 
held until his death, he displayed remark- 
able executive ability, and the officials 
and employes of the company, as well as 
the outside public, regarded him with 
loving confidemce.

The Suspension of Sentences. 

A New York judge has decided that 
a court has no right to suspend sentence, 
when a man is convicted, and hold it over 
him to insure his future good behavior. 
The case will go to the court of appeals. 

It is to be hoped that the court of 
appeals will reverse the decision. The 
practice of suspending sentences is a very 
old one. It is exercised in Hngland and 
probably in every state, and it Is rarely 
ever abused. 

Sometimes it aids justice and benefits 
society to suspend a sentence, and it has 
doubtless led to the reformation of men 
who had thonghtlessly violated the law 
with no deliberate intention of doing 
wrong. 

Nine times out of ten, when a judge 
suspends sentence, he knows what he is 
about, and we have never yet heard of 
one who exercised this clemency in the 
case of a really dangerous criminal. 


No Explanation. 

Referring recently to the fusion move- 
ment going on between the democrats 
and the people’s party men in the north- 
west, The Constitution asked why it is 
that the people’s party voters are ready 
to fuse with the republicans to defeat the 
democratic party in the south, particularly 
when such fusion threatens to contribute 
to republican success. If republicanism 
is obnoxious to the people’s party voters 
in the northwest, why should it not be 
just as obnoxious to the people’s party 
men in the south where some of its direst 
manifestations have been experienced? 

Mr. J. A. Fulton, of Dawson, who says 
he is a democrat and expects to remain 
one, undertakes to answer the question. 
He says that “while the democratic party 
has controlled the south ever since the 
defeat and abolition of carpetbag rule, 
the common people—that is, the laboring 
class—can see but little benefit they have 
received from such control. They claim 
that the wealthy, the educated, in short, 
all those who do not earn their bread by 
the sweat of their brow, gobble up all the 
offices and the spoils thereof.” 

The same situation, with the parties 
reversed, exists in the northwest, and Mr. 
Fulton says this explains the revolt 
against the republican party there. 

This explanation is very simple, but it 
fails to explain. In the first place the 
common people are not seeking office. 
They have never sought it to any great 
extent, and they are not seeking it now. 
In the second place, the people’s party 
will have no more offices to give out than 
either of the old parties, even if it is suc- 
cessful. ‘We have no doubt the leaders 
of the new party are seeking office; it 
is the traditional perquisite of those who 


parade as leaders. But it does not ac- 


count for the attitude of those southern 
voters. who have deserted the democratic 
party and are now it. 
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elect men who will carry out their pledges; 
but save the party. The farmers who are 
complaining so bitterly of the failure of 
the party to bring about reforms have 
had control of the organization since the 
war. All that was necessary for them to 
do was to insist on their views 
and see that their plans were 
carried out. If the men who are iow 
working with the people's party had dis- 
played as democrats one-half the enthusi- 
asm which they profess to feel for the 
people’s party the free coinage bill would 
have been adopted, and they would have 
had no reason to complain of the failure 
of the party to press their views. 

But the democratic party is superior 
to any temporary issue that has arisen or 
that may arise. Those who are now de- 
serting it in Georgia will come back to 
it. It is the true people’s party. It is 
the party of the constitution. It protects 
the citizen in his personal rights end 
liberties. It stands between the states 
and federal aggression. Its representa- 
‘tives may make mistakes or be untrue to 
its interests, but the party itself will ex- 
ist through all contingencies. It is the 
safeguard of the republic. 

If the people's party shall succeed in 
crippling it, the voters, on whom the re- 
sponsibility will rest, will rue the day 
when they exposed themselves aud their 
dearest interests to force bill legislation 
operated by republican partisans. 


The Madison Square Demonstration. 

The notification meeting in Madison 
Square was one of the grandest demon- 
strations ever witnessed in a political 
campaign. 

All the diverse elements of American 
democracy were represented, and all were 
harmonious and enthusiastic, from Tam- 
many to Texas, from Gray~-Gables to 
Golden Gate, 

The notification speeches, and the re- 
sponses by Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Steven- 
son were notable addresses, and admira- 
ble from every point of view. 

Mr. Cleveland’s clear and forcible pre 
sentation of the evils of a robber tariff 
system was happily equaled by his singing 
protest against the force bill as a ineasure 
likely to recall the “saturnalia of theft 
and brutal control” of reconstruction 
days. 

His phrase, “Ours is not a destructive 


' party” makes a winning campaign motto. 


There was yictory in the air at Aladi- 
son Square, and victory it must be!

GEORGIA POLITICAL NOTES. 


The fight for the democratic nomination for 
congress in the seventh district grows interest- 
ing. There are two, and only two, candidates 
for the prize, Hon. R. W. Everett, the 
present representative, and Judge John Ww. 
Maddox. Mr. Everett has never been back 
home since he stood up the first day of the 
fifty-second congress to take the prescribed 
oath. He has written home to friends ask- 
ing that the nominating convention be not 
held until after congress and he can 
return and give an account of his steward- 
ship to the people of the district.

A TALK WITH MR J. A. COLLINS. 


He Is the Agent of the Home, Farm and 
Mortgage Division of the Depart- 
ment of Interior. 


Is the number of home property owners 
in the United States decreasing? 

That is a question of vital importance 
that is now agitating the minds of a great 
many people. 

If there is any truth in the statement it 
argues that the country is in a very bad 
condition, and unless a change is wrought 
in the situation, either by legislation or 
otherwise, the result will be unfortunate, 
if not deplorable in the consequences that 
will be entailed upon the country. 

Facts have recently been disclose@ in 
regard to the ownership of property in the 
north and west that are simply astonishing, 
and a man who understands their full im- 
port cannot suppress a certain degree of 
alarm as he realizes the full extent of their 
meaning. 

It appears from the authority of Mr. J. 
A. Collins, who is now in Atlanta as the 
agent of the home, farm and mortgage di- 
vision of the interior department, that the 
number of mortgages has greatly increased 
in the northern and western states during 
the last few years, and that the ownership 
of home property in the United States is 
rapidly passing into the hands of European 
syndicates. 

The foothold of British capital in the 
south, however, is not so great as it is in 
other sections, and while a great many 
homes are encumbered, the mortgages are 
principally held by domestic capitalists, and 
the money remains in the country for the 
benefit of the people. 


But a large percentage of the mortgages 
in other parts of the country are held by 
foreign syndicates and wealthy individuals, 
who belong to the rich nobility, who are 
freely investing their capital in American 
real estate. 

“I am here,” said Mr. Collins, who was 
busily engaged in the tax receiver's oftice 
yesterday examining the returns of the 
county, “for the p of ascertaining 
the number of home places and farms that 
are free from debt, and also the number 
that are covered with mortgages.

THE LITTLE YANKEE DRUMMER BOY. 


On the 23d day of June, 1862, Stonewall 
Jackson’s foot cavalry were in the valley 
of Virginia, footsore from very long and 
rapid marches up and down that classic 
valley, and often across the Potomac into 
Maryland, to the utter consternation of the 
government at Washington. At this time 
Jackson had nade a feint in that direction, 
which, as usual, greatly alarmed the enemy 
for the safety of their capial iself. To 
check Jackson and save Washington from 
destruction, as they thought, General Mc 
Dowell was ordered post haste from Vir- 
ginia to move as rapidly as possible up the 
Potomac, and check Jackson’s movement 
in that direction. This was the very ob- 
ject for which Jackson Was maneuvering, 
and when the eyes of the nation were 
eagerly turned to Washington, and their 
ears were strained to catch the hated boom 
of Jackson’s cannon, Jackson was moving 
day and night towards Richmond to at 
tend a surprise party tendered McClellan. 
On we went to Richmond, while McDowell, 
with all vigor, was pressing toward Harper’s 
Ferry to stop Jackson, whom he supposed 
was there. 

On the 26th, A. P. Hill, with nis mag- 
niflcent corps, struck the enemy’s rear at 
Mechanicsville, and, although they were in 
overwhelming numbers, he drove them from 
the field. Our brigade early in the morn- 
ing surprised a large body of the. enemy in 
their encampment by coming up in their 
rear, and drove them pell-mell on, when we, 
fatigued from gn all-night march, and 
hungry almost to famishing, rushed into 
their quarters and took from their savory 
cook vessels, and ate with the greatest 
relish, the best breakfast we had had the 
privilege of enjoying for a long time. It 
was taken hurriedly, and the word was 
passed down the line, “ten minutes for 
breakfast. The hungry confederates 
hastily took from the fires the steaming 
pots-of “sure enough coffee,” sweetened 
it with white sugar, and used the 
ready cream, and emptied the luscious 
beefsteak from the cook vessels into plates 
ready on tables conveniently arranged, and 
which to them was a veritable picnic. At 
the word of command the troops pressed 
on in the direction of the Chickahominy 
all the morning in full hearing of the rat- 
tle of musketry and the boom of cannon 
on the left, where A, P. Hill was making 
it warm for the enemy, until about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon we came up with 
their pickets, who were driven back and 
back until the historic field of Cold Harbor 
was reached, and upon which the enemy 
was found in countless numbers and well 
entrenched. Our brigade was held in re- 
serve two hundred yards in the rear of 
the first battle line, and kept there two 
hours, which appeared to lengthen into a 
week, as the shot and shell rained about 
us incessantly. I shall never forget the 
awful din of the small arms, which seemed 
to come from the earth beneath us. Just 
before sunset the forward command was 
given, when we pressed through the woods, 
entered a clearing, and charged the enemy 
posted behind breastworks on the crest 
of a small bill. They were soon dislodged, 
and slowly fell back uutil the night shad- 
ows began falling about, when they left 
the field, covered with their dead and 
wounded, to us. The scene was the most 
awful I had ever witnessed, and its memo- 
ries will never fade from my mind. The 
wreckage of artillery, wagons, ambulances, 
camp equipage; the broken and bent guns 
and swords, which literally strewed the 
ground, cast away by the enemy in their 
flight; the heart-rending groans of the 
wounded, some in the last agonies of death, 
others piteously calling for help or water; 
all were so horrible that I associated the 
scene with hell. Where I stopped, as dark- 
ness like a pall fell upon the scene, to lie 
down to rest for the night, was upon the 
spot that had been occupied by the Penn- 
sylvania Buck Tails. Many of them, mag- 
nificent specimens of manhood, lay 
dead about me. Opening the knap- 
sack of one, who lay at m feet, 
1 spread out his blanket for my » and 
threw away my worn-out socks, and put on 
a pair of his new ones. I was in the act of 
seeking the sleep, of which I was so much 
in need, when a distressed cry came from a 
mere child only a few yards away. I has 
tened to him, and to my horror found that 
the sufferer, who had just regained con- 
sciousness, was a little boy. Both of his 
legs were crushed I patel: § from the frag 
ment of a shell, which lay by him, though he 
could tell me nothing about it. He lay 
prone upon his back, and, although od 
gled and mortally wounded, was entirely 
conscious, and uttered no word of com- 
— on account of his ghastly wounds. 

gently raised the little head and placed a 
knapsack under it, and gave him a drink 
of water _to moisten his parched lips and 
throat. His gratitude I can never forget. 
Although the dying were all around me, my 
first impulse was to find a surgeon to re 
lieve him if possible.”
